MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR. 


fentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


Amid this hour, when the clouds of civil war darken the at- 
osphere, lighted only by the sun-bursts of glory that surround 
Mie achievements of our heroic army and devoted navy; when , 
Bwicked rebellion lies like a writhing serpent, death-wounded 
the last hours of its venomous. existence, and over its gory 
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form the shining waters of the river of peace-sparkle tempt- 
ingly, just beyond our lips; in this hour, when our hearts are 
still bleeding for the loved ones who have fallen nobly in this 
great strife for the Union and the Constitution of our fathers; 
when the tears are undried in the eyes of the widow, and the 
death-damp still pales the cheek of the husband; when the 
resources, and blood, and treasure, have all gone forth as pre- 
cious sacrifices upon Freedom’s holiest altar; when the rights 
of selfgovernment are imperiled by this contest, and empe- 
rors and kings stand ready to cast lots for the parted robe of 
departing liberty ;—thus you meet, the servants of confiding 
constituencies, to aid Idaho’s advancement toward Statehood, 
by the patriotism of your purposes, the soundness of your 
judgment, and the wisdom of your deliberations, The benefi- 
cent care of the best of governments, is your heritage; and 
that of your children’s children, and only as faithful repre- 
sentatives can you prove worthy of so hallowed a trust, by 
transmitting it, undimmed by time, unsullied by dishonor, 
without a stain of disloyalty, to future generations, : 

I congratulate you, that general health and prosperity has 
been the lot of all classes of men, and branches of industry, 
‘within our Territory. 

I congratulate you, that quiet has been maintained in our 

orders—justi¢e has been administered, and the laws promptly 
and impartially executed. 

I congratulate you, that the soil, wherever cultivated and 
irrigated, has yielded the richest to the husbandman, and man- 
ual labor received its highest reward. 

I congratulate you, upon the new and important discoveries 
of the precious metals, from the mountains of Pen d’Oreille, 
the gulches of South Boise, to the shores of the Bruno, reward- 
ing well the arduous zeal of th: wyionéer and the prospector. 

I congratulate you that the ever faithful Nez Perces, true to 
their ancient friondship for the white man, under many provo- 

‘eations and temptations, hav. given an admirable lesson of 
Christian forbearance and udelity to the Governmént, 

I congratulate you upon the extraordinary energy displayed 
by the people in the construction of roads, in the building of 
towns, the improvement cf ranches, the sinking of shafts, and 
the imniense export of gold and silver this year, second to no 
State or Territory in the Union. 

I would respectfully submit for your consideration that por- 
tion of the Organic Act that wisely provides for the support of 
schools in the future. It is in the common school that the 
most of our children take their first and final lessons in educa: 
tion. It isin them that the most of us are prepared for the 
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duties and struggles of life, and it is to them, more than all 
other causes, that we owe the instinctive loye for our institu- 
tions, and acquire the knowledge and self-reliance to defend 
them. The blessinge of free schools, like the dews of heaven, 
fall on the rich and poor alike, and the instructions we receive 
in our youth are the last that we remember in our old age. 
They are the conservators of morals, the handmaids of religion, 
and the mothers of patriotism. e 7 

I would respectfully submit for your consideration the laws 
passed by the. last’ Legislature, and urge upon you a thorough 
revision and codification of the same, either by.an Act author- 
izing the appointment of a commission or otherwise. ~The 
many typographical errors, omissions, repetitions, and conflict- 
ing sections, prevent the masses of the people, as well as the 
officers in the Territory, from knowing what is law, and are 
no small detriment to the Courts. This opinion is maintained 
by many able jurists, and it seems that some remedy is indis- 
pensable. ` : > ; 

I would respectfully submit for your consideration, the re- 
port of the Territorial Auditor, showing the amount of the in- 
debtedness of the Territory, and what moneys were received, 
and how disbursed ; also, the kinds of money:collected in the 
different counties. An: economical administration of affairs 
can alone secure respect at home or‘credit abroad. Public 
faith with the creditors of the Territory should be kept invio- 
late. In connection with his report, I would suggest that all 
taxes levied. be payable in a uniform currency, as the manner 
best calculated to give satisfaction to the entire people, and that 
officers connected with its collection and disbursement be held 
to a strict accountability, by a suitable law, incapable of a 
doubtful meaning or double construction, so far as their duties 
are concerned, ao ay 

I would respectfully submit ior your consideration that pro- 
vision be made for compensating the- Territorial Auditor and 
Probate Judges, for their ial labénms, Same provisions 
doubtiess will be made, so that ca parsonadeill All the po- 
sitions. Perhaps it would be well to limit the smount of com- 
pensation of county officers to a fixed sum, and allow all in 
excess of that amount,to go to the Treasury. I question the 
policy of having fees allowed, which in certain localities amount 
to several thousand dollars, while in other localities,-for like. 
duties and confinement to official labor, the fees-amount to a 
bare pittance. All officers should be well and promptly paid. 

I would respectfully submit, for your consideration, that the 
means of communication with the different parts of the Terri- 
tory is a subject of primary importance ; and it ig of question- ` 
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able policy to grant special franchises to irresponsible individ- 
uals, without guarding them in such a manner that the best 
interests of the people shall not suffer by their failure to com- 
ply with the required stipulations. It strikes me, a general law 
to meet all such cases would effect, in a better way, this pur- 
pose, than the legislation heretofore had on the subject. 

. The ancient emigrant road through a portion of Idaho, trod- 
den by the feet of the early settlers, made précious by their 
sufferings, often dyed with their blood, and consecrated by 
their graves, in fact the true via sacra, if possible, should re» 
main free to all, and if improvements are made, and chartered - 
rights granted, let it be over those portions where an absolute 
necessity commends them to your judgment. |! 

I would respectfully submit for your consideration, the ne- 
cessity of a militia law, as contemplated in the provisions of 
the Organic Act. A militia perfectly organized, well equipped, 
is the cheapest means of home protection, and the surest way 
of insuring peace with the hostile tribes upon our borders. 
Whenever the fact is known, that independent companies, 
under such a law, -have been organized, it insures the security 
of the Territory, and should outrages be perpetrated, or out- 
breaks occur, they would be the great reliance of the friends 
of law and order. Leaving with you the details, I feel the’ 
subject will receive that share of attention that it so well de- 
serves. 

I would respectfully submit to you, for your consideration, 
the mining interests of this Territory. By judicious legislation, 
you will invite outside capital, without stint, to aid in their 
development. ‘This interest should be most kindly fostered, as 
the bed rock of Idaho’s prosperity. Some system of general 
legislation, by which security of the claimants of claims, and 
uniform Jaws throughout the different mining camps, could be 
had, would accomplish an end earnestly desired. In this con- 
nection, I would call-your attention to the Gold and Silver 
Quartz Lead Law, and for the better protection of that hardy 
class of our population, tẹ whom danger is_not a sentiment, 
and fear is unknown; who, amid trackless wastes, snow-clad 
mountains, and deep down cafions, pursue their enterprises, 
with no capital but their rough hands, and no defender but 
their revolver; who, without the knowledge of books, have 
given the world its choicest geological, geographical and agri- 
cultural information, in tracing ledges, traversing rivers, and 
exploring valleys, which, but for them, would have still re- 
mained an unknown land beyond the Rocky Mountains. That, 
under no circumstances should they lose all the benefits result- 


"ing from their original discoveries, legislation should take the 
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place of litigation, and proper amendments be made, which 
would secure to them all their hard-earned rights and privileges, 

The vast immeasurable structural wealth embodied within 

our confines, so nicely balanced of mineral, farming and graz- 
ing interests, with mountain forests of timber land and’ water 
power of every description, eminently adapt us for a self-sup- 
porting community. The fertile bottom lands of the St. Joseph, 
Coeur D'Alene, Spokane, Lahtoh, Palouse, Lapwaii, Koos- 
koos-kia, Nas-so, Payette, Weiser, Boise, Malade, and their 
tributaries, would alone, sustain, properly cultivated, a popula- 
tion larger than most of the Atlantic States, while the ranges 
of nutritious “bunch grass,” suitable for herds, cover millions 
of acres. Add to this placer diggings"of greater or less-rich- 
ness, extending for hundreds of square miles, with well de- 
fined gold and silver bearing quartz ledges, unrivaled by those 
of Mexico or Peru, a glorious climate, with Syrian summers 
and Italian winters, bespeak the permanence of our untold re- 
sources, and the prosperity that surely and positively await 
their development. I earnestly request your co-operation, that 
Congress be memorialized for the removal of the obstructions 
to the navigation of the Snake or Sho-sho-nee River. A few 
thousand dollars properly expended would give this portion of 
the Territory a water communication with the Pacific nearly 
the entire season. Thesame principle in granting the appro- 

riations would apply as in other river and harbor internal 
improvement bills, 

I earnestly request your co-operation that the War Depart- 
ment be memorialized to establish two military posts, one be- 
tween Soda Springs and Great Cammas prairie, and another 
on the head waters of the Owyhee river, for the protection of 
the frontier settlements; those now established having, from 
the numerous populations aroùnd them, ceased to effect that 
desirable purpose. \ 

I earnestly request your co-operation that Congress be 
memorialized for the establishment of a mint--and assay office 
in this - Territory, that the honest miner should not be doubly 
taxed ere he render available the proceeds of his labor. Where 
the gold is produced there it should be coined, without the de- 
lays and expenses of a ‘tedious transportation, 

I earnestly request your co-operation that Congress be 
memorialized to construct a military road from Lewiston via 
Elk City to Fort Benton ; not only to aid the emigration flowing 
westward, but as a necessity at the present time, that route be- 
ing much more feasible than-the Mullan wagon road, and the 
or shortened several hundred miles from any route now 
‘traveled. 
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I earnestly request your co-operation that Congress be 
memorialized to establish a mail route from Lewiston to the 
Humboldt River and Red Bluffs via Slate Creek, Florence, 
Warrens Diggings, Payette Lake, Payetteville, Boise City, 
Ruby City and Owyhee, as the best practicable method of ac- 
commodating the growing interests of those sections of ex- 
tended domain, and facilitating our intercourse with Nevada 
and California. | 

I earnestly request your co-operation that Congress be mem- 
orialized to establish a daily mail line from Salt Lake to Boise 
City, believing that the emigration and migration it will con-- 
tribute, in the way of mail facilities, to do the greatest good 
to the greatest numbers cementing the warm ties.of affection 
and interest which bind us indissolubly to the Aflantic Coast. 

I earnestly request your co-operation that Congress be 
memorialized to grant the charter for a branch Pacific Rail- 
road from some point near Salt Lake City to Wallula, thereby 
connecting the waters of the Colorado with the waters of the 
Upper Columbia. The merits of this measure are of national 
importance; asa great commercial thoroughfare through our 
Territory they cannot be too highly valued. It is an enter- 

' prise that our rapidly increasing population will, with great 
unanimity, heartily approve. 

Whether my suggestions are carried out, or others supply 
their place, it will be my pleasure to give my hearty sanction” 
to all measures that shall seem to benefit and forward the well 
being of the entire people, and may you as Legislators be 
wisely influenced by that wisdom that cometh from above, and 
God ever have you in his holy keeping.

or petition from the people. We further protest, in the name 
of the people, against so large an appropriation of moneys, to 
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defray the expense of removing the said capital, in the present 
disabled ‘condition of the Territorial Treasury; and we further 
protest, that the removal of the said capital, in the present un- 
settled condition of our Territory, to a remote town, away from 
the main arteries of commerce, and the great and growing ag- 
ricultural interest of this Territory, to be injudicious and ill. 
timed; and we further protest against;,the passage of this Act, 
for reason that the present location is convenient and accessible 
from all parts of the Territory, and at all seasons; and further,

sure, the filling of our quota, without more than ordinary in- 
ducements be given for that purpose; and I feelit will be a 
rare privilege for the great-hearted, whole-souled mountaineers, 
ranchmen and miners, to contribute in this way their support 
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to a government, beneath whose starry flag their cradles were 
rocked, and that still. flings its protecting -shadow over their 
fathers? graves. 

Let us respond as befits. us to this, our country’s ‘call, that 
Idaho's record may, in the grand future that awaits her, be 
worthy of the wisdom of her sons, and the. patriotism of her 
people—that the young star of her State craft he luminous 
only with the light of loyalty.

Affairs, made the following report : . 


Mr. Speaker : l l 

Your Committee on Military and Indian Affairs, to whom 
was referred Council Bill No. 85, “ An Act granting bounties to 
volunteers who enlist in the Territory of Idaho; for issuing 
bonds to provide funds for that purpose, and to levy a tax to 
pay such bonds,” have had the same under consideration, and 
would respectfully beg leave to, offer the following report: 

The proposition that this legislative body levy a tax as pro- 
vided by the bill in question, is remarkable, in the opinion of 
your committee, for the injustice of its pretensions, and a can- 
did view of the facts in the premises, will not fail to convince 
any reasonable mind that their conclusion is well founded. 

his Territory has been founded less than two years, Its 

inhabitants, at the time of its organization, were a confused mass 
of persons, who had but recently come into the Territory, in-~ 
duced by the prospects of its mineral wealth. They. were 
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alike destitùtg of all’ those political, literary, charitable and re- 
ligious'institutions, so essentially réquisite to uphold and sus- 
tain a civilized community; and the Organic Act had cut them 
entirely off from the-operation of the local laws of the Terri- 
tories to which they had been attached, and made no provision 
whatever for their government, intermediate ‘the time of the 
enactment of local regulations by their own Legislative Assem- 
bly. Thus, from the date of that Act, the, 3d day of March, . 
1868, until after the 7th day of December following, more than 
thirty thousand persons, thrown promiscuously together, into 
a crude and most irregular form of society, were obiiged ‘to 
remain in the same chaotic condition, without judicial tribu- 
nals, withoui officers; and without law; and the first evidence 
given that the General Government intended to exercise any 
care over them, was the advent of a class of political hackneys, 
sent among them by the Administration at Washington, the 
more to avoid their importunities for. political :position, than on 
account of any fitness or capacity they possessed to administer 
the affairs of the Territory—a set of officials much more intent 
on securing personal advantage, than on promoting the welfare 
of an infantile community; who, instead of exerting an in- 
fluence to unite the people in an effort to develope the resour- 
ces of the country, seemed more desirous of sowing seeds of 
discord in their midst, and which done more to alienate their 
affections from the General Government, impair their confi- 
dence in its administration, and incite sedition, than all its ene- 
mies in the Territory could ever do. : , 

The first Legislative Assembly convened under embarassing 
circumstances. It assembled im pursuance of a proclamation 
of a former Governor, who could hardly afford the time to 
perform that official duty, so much was he occupied in schemes 
and machinations to secure his own election to Congress. As 
yet not a dollar had been appropriated to defray Territorial 
expenses, and few ‘individuals could be found so reckless of 
their means, that they could be induced to make an advance’ 
on the credit of the General Government, as there were no cer- 
tainty when they would be paid, nor how ‘much the currency 
of the Government would be depreciated. At the same time, 
the appointees of the administration were clamoring for an ad- 
ditional compensation, to enable them to discharge the func- ` 
tions of their offices. -` : 

The Legislative Assembly had met to prepare a code of laws 
for the government, of the people, but the prospect of their - 
being administered was very doubtful, unless requisite means 
were provided. And thus; before the local wants of the com-. 
munity could be supplied: with the ordinary necessities which- 
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every conimunity requires—before provision could be made 
for the establishment of courts of justice, prisons, schools, in- 
firmaries and asylums, that legislative Rody rovided a fund 
to pay the, Governor, Secretary,. Judges, and themselves, an 
additional compensation, and the only excuse tliat its members 
could. offer in extenuation of this prodigality, was, that the 
United States had. made adequate provision to remunerate 
them for thejr services. The result was, that a tax nearly or 
quite sufficient to defray the current expenses of the State of . 
Oregon, had to be Jevied and collected off the: people of this 
Territory, during the first stages of that period when the politi- 
cal swaddling bands were:around us, 

The history of the Government does not furnish a parallel 
of such unexampled neglect. In every instance, outside of 
Idaho, an entirely different policy has been’ pursued. The 
first settlements on the public domain have been hurtured with 
a fostering hand; officers, possessing at least a fair share of. 
talent, have been appointed to administer their affairs, and 
been decently remunerated for their services ; courts of justice, 
to adjudicate upon their difficulties, have been established, and 
their expenses paid out of the National Treasury; liberal ap- 
propriations, for the construction of roads and the erection of 
public buildings, have been made; and all without drawing 
upon the stinted resourcesof a young colony. Has the policy 
been changed? Has the Mother Government grown so weak, 
and become so impoverished, during the “sixty days” rebel- 
lion, that it can‘exercise no care over the people of its provin- 
ces, except to send tax-gatherers and officials to rule over them, 
and eat out their substance? The people have borne all these 
things with suppressed murmurs; but through a desire, it 
would seem, to ascertain how great an.oppression they will en- 
dure, a more grievous requirement is demanded, - Oaths are not 
a sufficient test of patriotism, but military service is exacted as 
a proof of unconditional loyalty. A sum of money, to be of- 
fered as a bounty to induce the enlistment of-soldierg in the 
Territory, is modestly asked for, and surely it should not be 
refused, for it would only amount (in coin) to a little over 
thirty thousand dollars per ainum—a mere trifle, considering 
our progress and resources, And for what is it wanted ?—to 
promote the general welfare of the Territory? Is it to build 
churches, school houses, alms houses—to establish infirmaries 
and asylums? Oh, no—those purposes would be too tame, en- 
tirely. That would not smack of martial fire, or political strain ; 
it would be entirely too practical. It is asked for, to convert, 
honest laboring men into bold soldiers, to lounge about mili- 
tary posts, to consume commissary stores, vagabondize, and 
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swagger about towns, to dissipate ‘and: carouse, and wholly dis- ` 
quality themselves for usefulness. It is to enable brave officers | 
to exhibit their comely proportions, display their gaudy tinsélzy, 
and gallant fair women. It is to foist upon: the public commu- 
nity a class of non-producers, who would -not ‘pérform an 
labor, or: discharge any duty, of any advantage: to the Terri- 
tory, whatever, but would be a moral fester-upon the body | 
politic, and demoralize and pollute-all-who chance to come in. 
contact with their foul'touch, `` >- o $o 

Poor, indeed, in the opinion of your committee, would be 
the condition of the people of this ‘Territory, if they depend, 
upon the soldiery for.their safety; but “the hardy ‘settlers of- 
this wild waste ask for no ‘such security. `, Inured to toil, fa- 
tigue and danger, they choose to rely‘én the strength of their _- 
own right arm for their defense; they would blush at the sug- 
gestion of shielding themselves behind military protection; be: -~ 
sides they have no domestic enemies to encounter, and are not ~ 
likely to ‘have, unless the ever-faithful Nez Perces, or some 
other tribe of Diggers, prove untrue to their ancient friendship. 

But; American history long ago demonstrated the fact, that 
the citizen is much more effectual, in difficulties of that char- 
acter, than the regular soldier; and, from the time of Brad- - 
dock’s defeat to the present day, it has been universally conce- 
ded that the tactics taught the latter’ have’ proved’very poor 
accomplishments in Indian warfare. ” - , . 

In the opinion of your committee, if sùch a crisis should 
arise, protection would have to be extended by the citizens tó 
the military, instead’ of receiving it from that department. 
Surely, the Government of the United States will not urge 
upon the people of this Territory so useless, unnecessary, and 
cumbersome a burden. After leaving them so long to provide 
for all their municipal wants, and defray all their public ex- 
penses, it certainly will not force upon them this unasked for, 
unsolicited, expensive, and very doubtful aegis. 

We cannot believe, and are not sufficiently assured, that any © 
requisition, as contemplated, will be made. ‘The Governor has 
informed this House, that, from communications received, he 
has every reason to believe that a requisition will be niade, ete. 
Under what circumstances those communications have been 
madé, or what statements they contain, does not appear; and 
would it not be better to wait and see whether it is made or 
not, before wé proceed to pile on to the people an additional 
load of taxation? : S on ye 

Is it the part of wise or-prudent Legislators fo go ‘prying ` 
about to find some new chimera, which will gratify their mak- 
ing an additional demand upon the scanty means of a com- 
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munity in the incipient stage of its organization? An empha- 
tic negative should be a sufficient answer to the proposition. 
Your committee are tar from being satisfied that the Govern- 
ment of the United States will ever make so unreasonable a 
request; it is too much at variance with that humane policy 
which it has ever maintained- toward those infant communi- 
ties settled in the Territorities. It has more the appearance of 
being an offshoot of some diseased imagination, proceeding 
froma spirit of vanity and ostentation—a petty pedantic pride, 
that Idaho shall not be behind California, Ni evade, Oregon and 
Washington. Territory, in offering her sons who go forth for her 
defense. In the opinion of your committee, Idaho, in her at- 
tachment to the constitution of the Government and the union 
of the States, will be found behind no State or Territory. 
But what evidence of patriotism is there in attempting to in- 
duce four hundred of our citizens to quit their industrial avo- 
cations and become cormorants upon the public community. + 
Have the vicious customs of the East become a fixed princi- 
ple of allegiance? Must a portion of our people be quartered 
upon the general Government to consume its resources, and 
add debt and taxation to the Territory, in order to prove that 
they are sound to the core? Would it not afford stronger and 
far better evidence of patriotism if those same persons were 
induced to continue their laborious pursuits, and delve from 
the bowels of the earth those metals which. constitute the circu- 
lating medium of the country, form the basis of all commer- 
cial transactions, and which are now so much demanded by the 
actual necessities of the general Government? Again, the 
Act would tend to deceive the Administration at Washington. 
It would be holding out to the nation a false signal. ‘ 

Every sensible person knows that soldiers for the defense of 
the Territory are not wanted, and that very few persons could 
be.induced to enlist, even if offered extravagant bounties; and 
yet this bill-would create the impression abroad that the peo- 
ple here were anxiousto secure military defenge;and desirous of 

aving enlistments called for. It would be construed into an 

invitation to have a draft levied, while there is not one in a 
hundred of the people in this Territory who are in favor of it. 

Believing, therefore, that the proposed bill, if carried into 
effect, would produce no benefit whatever, but on the contrary 
be the source of a great evil, and that a requisition by the 
general Government for a draft of men in the Territory being _ 
so palpably unsuitable and unjust, will not: be made, and that 
raising a bounty would only lead to a false opinion as to the 
views and wishes of the people. 
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Your committee therefore respectfully recommend its inde- 
finite postponement.
